Many  years  ago,  when  I  first  became  interested  in  irises,  I  little  dreamed 
that  I  should  continue  collecting  and  breeding  these  beautiful  flowers  until 
they  l^ecame  an  all  absorbing  hol3by. 

Last  year  finding  my  garden  full  to  overflowing  with  delightful  and  rare 
irises,  I  decided  to  issue  a  price  list  in  order  to  dispose  of  the  surplus  from  my 
collection. 

Meeting  with  such  gratifying  resi)onse  to  my  first  venture,  this  year  I 
have  decided  to  send  out  a  more  complete  catalogue,  which  contains  most  of 
the  best  American  and  foreign  varieties,  not  only  of  the  bearded  irises  but, 
practically  all  other  divisions  of  the  family. 

My  enthusiasm  for  irises  has  led  me  to  the  breeding  of  thousands  of  seed¬ 
lings,  from  which  my  introductions  of  1930  and  1931  have  been  selected.  In 
the  first  part  of  this  little  book  will  be  found  descriptions  of  these  hybrids.  I 
hope  that  some  of  them  may  bring  to  you  half  the  joy  that  I  have  experienced 
in  their  production. 

It  is  my  good  fortune  to  have  the  exclusive  introduction  of  the  splendid 
bearded  iris  “Mary  Geddes”  (H.M.,A.1.S.  1930)  and  the  entirely  new  and 
wonderful  set  of  Beardless  Hybrids,  produced  by  one  of  our  best  amateur 
breeders,  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Washington  of  Nashville,  Tennessee.  In  1930,  two 
of  these,  “Martha  Washington”  and  “Sara  Cheek”  were  given  Honorable 
Mention  by  the  American  Iris  Society.  These  are  all  hardy  and  great  additions 
to  this  comparatively  new  field  of  hybrids.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  their 
])raise.  They  will  be  found  especially  described  in  the  general  list  of  irises. 

You  will  also  find  descriptions  of  some  excellent  seedlings  which  have 
been  chosen  from  a  group  of  hybrids  bred  by  Mr.  Clarence  Connell  of  Nash¬ 
ville,  fl^ennessee.  Especial  attention  is  called  to  Aubade,  Alcina,  Nepenthe, 
Rose  Dominion  and  last  of  all  Selene,  which  is  a  marvelous,  new  hardy  white. 

Other  1931  introductions  of  especial  merit  are  Ambera  Colossus,  Blue 
Hill,  Clara  Noyes,  King  Juba,  Meldoric  and  the  gigantic  new  white  Wamb- 
liska. 

In  recent  years  many  remarkable  irises  have  been  brought  forth,  among 
those  of  exceptional  worth  are  the  following;  Blue  Velvet,  Allure,  Bedouin, 
Don  Juan,  Goldilocks,  Kedron,  Desert  Gold,  Dauntless,  Melchoir,  King 
Midas,  Mareschal  Ney,  Nusku,  Opaline,  Indian  Chief,  Helios,  Fascination, 
Fernande,  Rameses,  Henri  Riviere,  Moonbeam,  Sunbeam,  Pink  Satin,  Pacific, 
Pluie  d’  Or,  Tuscany  Gold,  Sunlight  and  Yves  Lassailly. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  Evansia,  Siberica,  Spuria  and  Japanese  sections 
of  this  catalogue.  Authorities  have  said  they  are  well  chosen  and  quite  com¬ 
plete. 

In  the  last  four  years  I  have  become  greatly  interested  in  the  lovely  new 
hybrid  Oriental  Poppies.  At  one  time  it  was  almost  impossible  to  purchase 
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any  save  the  violent  toned  reds,  but,  now  we  find  them  in  great  variation  of 
color,  from  white  through  the  many  shades  of  pink,  until  we  come  to  old  rose, 
l)oth  dark  and  light,  then  the  unusual  and  lovely  apricot,  orange  and  mahogany 
tones,  finally  the  new  gorgeous  deep  ox-blood  reds.  They  have  been  improved 
not  only  in  color  but,  length  of  stem  and  size  of  flower  until  they  have  become 
one  of  the  lovliest  garden  subjects.  Following  the  irises  you  will  find  a  list  of 
rare  and  beautiful  varieties. 

During  recent  years  much  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  improvement 
of  Hemerocallis  or  what  we  commonly  know  as  Day  Lilies.  There  are  many 
new  hybrids  which  enable  us  to  prolong  the  succession  of  bloom  throughout 
the  summer.  We  find  them  in  lovely  tones  of  palest  lemon,  deeper  yellow, 
orange,  bronze  and  softest  reds,  in  others,  blending  of  these  colors.  Their 
graceful  foliage,  large  well  formed  flowers  on  long  slender  stems,  make  them 
very  desirable  for  use  in  combination  with  other  perennials.  These  new  hybrids 
are  extremely  popular.  A  list  of  most  of  the  species  and  hybrids  is  included  in 
this  catalogue. 

Also  you  will  find  a  brief  list  of  Peonies  and  interesting  perennials  with 
which  one  may  add  to  the  beauties  of  the  garden. 

To  all  true  lovers  of  flowers,  a  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  visit  the 
garden,  especially  in  June  and  July,  for  it  is  during  these  two  months  that  most 
of  the  flowers  mentioned  are  at  their  height  of  bloom.  Come  and  enjoy  their 
beautv  and  charm.
